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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are deemed to be substantically 
the same as previously presented and are not persuasive for the reasons previously given. Just to ensure that Applicant understands the 
Office's position, Examiner notes the following if a potential infringer copies applicant's disclosed embodiment (such as figure 3). It is 
unclear under what circumstances applicant might assert that it reads on the present claims. For example, if it would only infringe when 
someone actually is using it in the same manner that applicant does, then the rejection under 35 USC 101 would predominate - because 
it requires the use. If the mere existence of identlal structure - even without any acknowledgement of any fluids being used in the nozzle 
is sufficient to read on the present claims - then the prior art rejection. APplicant argues that ther is no "method step" but there is a 
"function performed" - Examiner can see no difference in these - nor does applicant describe any difference. Examiner finds it impossible 
to envision who there can be a function (or anything) performed , but without any step. Applicant's discussion of other US Patents is 
irrelevant because in the present application applicant has clearly stated on the record that the claims require the performance of 
functions (i.e. steps). Applicant's present admissions have no bearing on the interpretation of Issued patents. As to the assertion that 
the rejection does not adequately treat the means plus function limitation because it does not identify the corresponding structure: as 
indicated on page 7 of Final rejection the corresponding structures are the items with holes - that is nozzles with holes.
